— Two hundred and seven- 
ty-five recruits reported at the barracks Sat- 
erday, en rout * for the front.

•apply ; the law of setf-preserraioo author- 
tees the dist res s e d to take a supply by force, 
la all these cast a the uawritteo law of neces- 
sity, of self- preservation, and of the public 
safety control the written laws of meum and 
taam. 

Mr. J« fiersoc, it must be owned, ex pressed 
^iaadlfvery loosely in this letter, but his il- 
lustrations serve to define his view. All his 
tauter reqgrxf-ept the oae last mentioned, it 
will ^remarked, fall within the general 
scope of the acknowledged laws of war, and 
are not neoeasariiy violations of the written 
law at all, while the one last mentioned be- 
longs to thoee oaeee of extreme necessity which 
moralist* recognise as excusing though not 
justifying a departure from even the rules of 
morality, as when a man kills another to save 
his own life or the life of his friend, or when 
he steals or lies for the same purpose. Mr. 
Jefferson's view, therefore, is at bottom ao 
other than the reowved view concerning ne- 
osrnity military and moral, the instances he 
employ* d to illustrate his view showing that 
i* general terms ia which hs asserted 
loose end inapt At most and 
BM, Mr. Jefferson * language, fairly con- 
strued, can be drawn no farther than to the 
amrrtiou that a citisen, ia an extreme and in- 
stant emergency, may excusably transgress 
the lsw, at the same time acknowledging his 
accountability to the law tor the trantgres- 
stoa. and throwing htmeelf upon the proper 
tribunal* for indemnity. This is the utmost 
osteal to which Mr. Jefferson • language can 
he fairly stretched. We ere aura ao intelli- 
gri! and candid man will attempt to stretch 
it further. 

. Bat this comes for short of the doctrine of 
Mr. Lincoln, who declares, that, whenever the 

executive deems it indispensable to violate 
'H^osasti uugd, the violation become! ipso 
facte lawful : — that, ia other words, t be will of 
the executive and not the ooastitution ia the 
supreme law. Mr. Jefferson's view, in its ex- 
trema* form, leaves the supremacy and mq- 
eety of the constitution unquestioned, re- 
quiring the transgressor to acknowl- 
edge his tranagrsasioD, to aooouat for 
ft to the law, and to accept 
Indemnity or submit to punishment as 
the lawful tribunals may adjudge. Mr. Lin- 
coin's doctrine, oa the ooutrary, subject* the 
constitution to the will of the agecutire, en- 
joining the violator to proclaim the lawful- 
ness of the violation, and to hold himself un- 
accountable tor it to the law. The one, if car- 
ried into practice, is simply an acknowledged 
teanegreeeion of the gsastitntion, and as snob 
ti duly remedied. Ths other, if carried into 
uracuce, is the subvmsion of the constitution, 
and stands ul remedied and unremediable. 
Tbs oae does no. even question the supremacy 
of the constitution la any event conceivable 
or inconceivable. The other neoesearily ex- 
tinguishes the supnmacy of the crestiteitisn.

t&~ The United States Senate was Intended 
by *<>e fathers of the Republic to temper, by 
its wisdom, its dignity, and its calmness, the 
agitation, the passions, the haste, and the 
probable or possible ultraism of ths lower 
branch of Congress. And, for many years, it 
was what it was designed to be. But those 
yean, we greatly fear, have gone by. We 
are not prepared to say much for the House of 
Representatives, and indeed we say very little 
for it in saying that it is quite equal if not 
considerably superior to the higher body which 
has always been regarded as holding it in 
check. 

The master-spirits of the Senate, the great 
calm giants of past years, are gone, and tbr 
seem to be none who have the power or even 
the noble ambition to take their places. Fury 
and fanaticism seem to be worse in some in- 
stances in the Senate than in the House. The 
fetter body appears to be checking the former. 
The Senate last week, on the bill to organize 
Montana Territory, adopted a provision, ac- 
cording to the telegraph, to grant to negroes 
tbs right to vote, but, although a commit- 
tee of the House made a report recommending 
that the House concur in the negro suffrage 
provision, the House itself refused by a ma- 
jority of thirty. The H onse then gave in- 

• Unctions to its new Committee of Confer- 
ence to agree to no bill authorizing negro 
suffrage, but the Senate, reseating the con- 
servatism of the Honse, refused to appoint 
another Committee of Conference. 

We hope that the House, proud or vain of 
the very small degree of conservatism that it 
has exhibited in this instance, will feel en- 
couraged to see what it can do hereafter in 
the wey of rebuking Senatorial and Executive 
nliraism. 

(^“Secretary Chase, in an official commu- 
nication to Mr. Fessenden, the chairman of 
ths Senate Committee on Finance, expresses 
the opinion that the present high premium on 
gold “can be attributed only to one or two 
causes, and is probably due in part to each — 
first, to the increase of notes of local banks; 
and, secondly, to the efforts of speculators.” 
With all due respect to the Secretary's opin- 
ion, we may express onr ewn that other 
causes are involved and have no little influ- 
ence in the matter. Among these are the 
profns* expenditures of the National Govern- 
ment; the consequently rapid increase of 
the national debt; the failure of our immense 
forces in the field to achieve the success that 
has been anticipated; want of confidence in 
the measures adopted by the Administration 
for bringing the war to a close and the re- 
sulting apprehension that tbe end of the 
rtbellisa nay null be a considerable way off. 

We folly believe that the causes which we 
have enumerated operated more powerfully 
than thoee assigned by the Secretary of tbe 
Treanury. 

•SrCaliing out the militia of the great 
agricultural States, the Mew York Journal of 
Commerce says, is a lamentable necessity, as 
labor in thoee States was already in demand 
far beyond the supply, to proeecuto the routine 
of agricultural operations through tbe spring 
mom ha Such a drain os that now proponed will 
materially affect the production of cereals in the 
Northwest, end reduce, in e ratio exactly cor- 
responding with tbe extent of its influence, 
the wealth ordinarily received into tbe conn- 
try through ths channels of our domestic in- 
dustry. Hiving reference to this, tuis extra- 
ordinary call for military service coaid not 
come at a moment more inopportune, bat all 
ccneiderations now most give way to the 
great demand of tbe nation.

The subjoined passage from the telegraphic 
report of the proceedings in Congress last Sat- 
urday may possibly throw some light upon 
the circumstance: 

Mr. Clay, of Kentucky, said the property 
of his constituents bad been stolen from the 
plantations— not only negroes, bat stock, and 
everything vise. Negroes who were valua- 
ble were taken into the military service, while 
useless slaves and women and children are 
supported at the expense of the Government, 
without a panicle of law. Tbe Government 

L rotccted its officers in stealing negroes. He 
new it to be true. He had suffered himself, 
and to tbe truth of this ke would swear in a 
court. He asked for nothing but what the 
law and the constitntion gave him; when 
these rights were trampled oa he would raise 
Lis voice against it. 

Mr. Elliott said he understood the gentleman 
from Kentucky to charge that the Govern- 
ment officers had stolen negroes. Did the 
gentleman say that they had yet to learn that 
any such statements are not the truth? 

Mr. Clay answered, I do. 

Mr. Elliott denied tbe statement that negroes 
bed been stolen by any officers. 

Mr. Clay said thousands of contrabands 
wire dying in camp of all diseases, and imag- 
ined they were rotting in filth. 

Mr. Eliott said that it had been his warm- 
est wish tLat a lreedmen's bureau should be 
organized to avoid any difficulty. 

Mr. Clay, resuming, said such mortality was 
in the want of yonr system. You care no 
more for a negro than you do for a horse. 
Yon are purchasing these negroes with boun- 
ties to save white men. My patience is worn 
ont. I would rather be a slaveholder than a 
robber, stealing all over tbe ccuatry. 

Tbe passage itself is worthy of attention, 
whether it does or does not throw any 
light upon the circumstance we have men- 
tioned. 

Barracks News.— The receipts at the bar- 
racks yesterday were quite light. The whole 
number of convalescents received were seventy 
from various points. Twelve prisoners ar- 
rived from Cairo, under guard. A lively haul 
of deserters was made in Jeffersonville yes- 
terday. Tbe whole number arrested was 
eight, five belonging to the 10th Indiana cav- 
alry, one to the 13th Indiana volunteers, one 
to the 23d Indiana, and William Armstrong, 
of tbe 6 ,h Kentucky cavalry. They wtre 
brought to this side of the Ohio, and confined 
in prison. The transfers yesterday largely 
overbalanced the receipts. One hundred and 
six stragglers and recruits were forwarded to 
Nashville, sixteen to Washington, six to 
Wheeling, two to Camp Chase, two to Parkers- 
burg, and one to Harrisburg. Seven prison- 
ers were transferred to Washington, and eigh- 
teen to Nashville. Adam Pyram, of the 10th 
Iowa cavalry, sentenced by a general court- 
martial to be confined to bard labor the balance 
of his term of enlistment on the fortifications 
of Vicksburg, was sant down the river to 
have his sentence carried luto execution. 

Bxxsxtt’sGako.— A hurriedly written note 
from Morganfield, Union connty, Ky , dated 
en Thursday last, informs us that Ci.pt. 
Brown rucceeded in coming np with Ben- 
nett’s thieving gang on the preceding morn- 
ing, when a sharp fight ensued. The robbers 
were completely routed with a loss of several 
prisoners, among them two chiefs styling 
themselves Capt N. Smith and Lieut. Con- 
rad. Tbe lawless desperado Capt. Cook was 
with the gang but succeeded in making his 
escape. Our forces were in hot pursuit. On 
the 23d ult., the Evansville Times says, the 
* 0 .tg vWied the farm of Mr. N. D. Terry, of 
Henderson, situated on Green River, and 
helped themselves to two horses. On Monday 
they were at Morganfield, where the Circuit 
Court was in session. They went in and 
called for a militia officer named FombeiL 
The Judge protested against the disturbance 
to tbe Court, and Bennett arrested him. Fom- 
bell then came forward, took an oath and gave 
bond, when Bennett released both him and 
tbe Judge. 

Btfore we take leave of the Journal, we 
wonld fain know why it calls our Saturday's 
leader “coarse and discourteous,” imputes to 
it “froth and fury,” gives us the pleasant 
choice between “cuttlefish and fool,” when 
that article contained not a eingle passionate 
or vituperative expression, except that we 
spoke of the “hypocritical cant" of the Jour- 
nal in the winter of 1861, when it taunted the 
rebels with “stealing empty forts and foil 
mints," and at tbe same time protested vio- 
lently against a shot being fired in defence of 
those forts and mints.

SStF'The address of General Meade to b s 
troops, which we polish in our telegraphic 
columns on tho first page, is an eloquent and 
etirring invocation. The prayers of millions 
of pauiote lend magic to the high appeal. 

IfyyThe authorization ot the Secretary of 
War for the enlistment of ten thousand Slate 
troops for a six months’ period of service pre- 
sents an opportunity for Kentucky to repel 
tbe calumnies which have been so freely ut- 
tered by the radicals as to her lukewarmne.* 
in filling her quota. We have heretofore 
shown the malignity and ignorance of such 
assertions, which are triumphantly refuted by 
the last report of Adjutant-General John 
Bovle, which recorded the gratifying fact that 
abont cue-half of the entire enrolled militia 
of tbe State had enlisted, while, since the date 
of the statistics embodied in that report, sev- 
eral thousand additional volunteers have been 
added to the aggregate. On the 1st of Sep- 
tember last, the number of citizens subject to 
military duty, according to the returns made 
to the county clerks, was 119,577, and the mus- 
ter rolls of enr various State organization! 
have shown that 54,902 had joined the service. 
The militia organization of the State chou d 
now be energetically perfected, and one com- 
pany from each Representative district of the 
State will furnish the hundred cornpa- 
j nits to constitute the required ten regiments. 
But as there are some counties which have had 
their fighting element entirely exhausted, and 
a few others cannot be reached by the Federal 
enrolling officers, it will be necessary that a 
larger relative proportion should be raised in 
more favored localities. Thus the city of 
Lcuisville and Jefferson county, instead of the 
five companies, can readily furnish three reg- 
iments, while Henry, Oldbam, and Owen 
ought to furnish another; Indeed we think that 
the whole ten regiments might be drawn from 
tbe counties bordering on the Ohio river where 
agricultural labor can be more readily sup- 
plied than iu the interior, and this arrange- 
ment will enable our farmers to till their crops 
while others prepare to falfil tho39 daties 
which ate now keeping so many veteran reg- 
iments from the front. We have noticed 
within the past fortnight that the number of 
officers and men wbo 'heretofore appeared a3 
looDgers about our city have sensibly de- 
creased, and we can see no good reason why, 
w ithin the present month, every man should 
not be eent forward, and the post and provost 
duties and the guarding of the railroad lines 
of communication left to the six months’ men 
to be raised under the late order of the War 
Department. 

Adjutant- General John Boyle wishes to 
complete tbe organization of these ten thou- 
sand tix months’ men in thirty days, and will 
receive companies and individuals. It seem3 
to us that now is the time to call out the State 
militia and to carry into effect the provisions 
of tbe act of our Legislature, which author- 
izes tbe Governor to raise five thousand men. 
Let us have his proclamation for the muster 
of tbe Kentucky militia, and its appearance 
will be tbe signal for the assemblage of the 
yeomanry of Kentucky, as tho fi&ry cross when 
sped by Malise among the Highland clans 
of Roderick Dbu summoned to Lanick Mead 
every trusty warrior from the mouutaius and 
the v&llies. That proclamation will set in ac- 
tive motion the machinery of the State Guard 
Law, by which some sixty to sixty-five thou- 
sand militia men will be ready for ser- 
vice, and from these let Gov. Bramlette select 
ten thousand for THE KENTUCKY LEGION, 

■ and offer them to the President armed and 
equipped as far es the resources ot the State 
will go for that purpose. We have the must 
unbounded confidence that the call of Gover- 
nor Bramlette would gather to the oriflamme 
i of Kentucky all the available war ms- 
i tetial ot the State. We cannot see the 
expediency of calling for volunteers, when 
we have our enrolled militia, which can bs 
organized in one week, for nearly every coun- 
ty has its Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonel al- 
ready in commission, and they can give 
activity to the whole movement and ener- 
gize the proceedings of ths subaltern officers. 
Let us have the call upon our State militia, 
then, for we went the reBponss of Kentucky to 
be written npon the records of her history; 
we want the infamous slanders against 
her Integrity to be drowned ia the wild 
shouts of oar gathering warriors. We want 
the brave old banner to be flung to the spring 
breeze with the legend of our State embla- 
zoned on its field in its golden truth, “United 
we stand, divided we bill” We want Ken- 
tucky again to reassert her anfalterlng loy- 
alty and silence the voice of infamous detrac- 
tion. We want to tell the country that the 
Kentucky Legion of ten thousand men is 
reedy for any service it may be called upon 
to perform. 

Ig^It is suggested by a New York contem- 
porary that the whole tribe of “doorkeepers” 
in Washington who are able-bodied be sent 
into tbe army and their places supplied by 
disabled soldiers. It is well remarked that 
the doorkeeper is an institution in Washing- 
ton; be and his species, of which the messen- 
ger must be held as a variety, fill the halls 
and lobbies; you run against them at every 
turn; if you are decently dressed and have 
an air of business, they are polite and consid- 
erate, for you may b&ve a vote, or Borne kind 
of influence. But what strikes the observer 
particularly is, that these servitors are, almost 
without exception, stout, vigorous, able- 
bodied men. Amongst all the servants of 
Congress there are not more than two 
or three maimed men; if the Government 
should draft the able-bodied persons act- 
ing as doorkeepers, doorkeepers' assist- 
ants, messengers, and in other like capa- 
cities, for Congress and the departments, 
it might easily raise a regiment of men, 
whose present places could be and ought to 
be filled by maimed and disabled soldiers.

We have bid occasion in another ar- 
ticle this morning o nrg-* the immediatecill- 
iogontotour eerdted militia. Since it was 
written we havepftn a special order from In- 
sxctor-General D.W. Lindsey, of tho Siate 
Guard, which ehov3 what admirable service 
m ay be expected ftoa that organization when- 
ever it is called inb service. Gen. Lindsey 
stairs that in Febr.ary lost the vigilant Col. 
Gallup, ot the 14th nfontry, who was com- 
manding in East Cen tacky, anticipating a 
rebel raid when tb roads became passable, 
asked permission tchave the assistance of the 
enrolled militik in cse of necessity, which re- 
quest was accorded On the 7th ult., Col. 
Gallup’s anticipat'.os were realized by a rebel 
invasion of Pike cointy, when he called upon 
the enrolled militiaof Lawrence county, 63th 
regiment, under C<1. Thomas McKinster, and 
the response was pwnpt and cheerful. With 
their aid in one wek the rebels were com- 
pletely routed and driven from the State, 
and Col. Gallup in his report says this 
conld not have een accomplished with- 
out the assistance of the militia. Law- 
rence county l reported as having 
1,111 enrolled milita and of these 561 volun- 
teers have been s«it to the United States 
army. The entire iggregate of the State en- 
rolled militia is 19,577, and of the volun- 
teers in service 5-., 902; so that Lawrence 
county shows hirly the present relative 
strength of our nilitia. When the recreant 
George B. Hodge >ntcred Pike county he was 
met and defeated, tnd we believe that in most 
sections ot the Stati a small nucleus of Fed- 
eral force, around which the militia, in coses of 
need, conld concentrate, would always have 
the same result. 'nspector-General Lindsey

Shouting ins Battlb cry of FrxidoxI 

Inspector-General Lindsey issues an order 
this morning to all the Colonels command- 
ing regiments of the enrolled militia of Ken- 
tncky, which has a clerion ring in its toae. 
He explains why the call for 10,000 troops 
has been made, which is to pat an end to the 
pending war during this summer, and he calls 
upon each Colonel to raise at least a compa- 
ny, and report them with all speed to the 
nearest rendezvous. Earnest work is abso- 
lutely demanded; the ten thousand men m’tst 
be raised, and, if they are not forthcoming by 
voluntary enlistments promptly, a draft will be 
ordered, and all delinquent counties will be 
compelled to respond. General Lindsey talks 
as if he meant that this call should should be 
respected, and his commands enforced. The 
spirit of his order suits us, although it Is not 
as comprehensive as the plan we took 
the liberty of suggesting yesterday. 

We are aware, however, that under 
cur State laws tbe militia cannot be 
called into service for a longer period than 
three months, bnt we should not regard that, 
for, when the stalwart yeomanry of our State 
i*re armed and equipped, and know that the 
extension of their term is important to the 
interests of the country and the crushing out 
of this infamous rebellion, there is not one 
who would be such an ingrate st 3 to hold back 
or refuse to follow out the wishes of our Gov- 
error, who is fired with zeal to show the ooun- 
try that Kentucky is not exhausted either of 
men or of deTotedness to the holy cause of 
the preservation of onr national unity and our 
constitutional integrity. We will not do the 
Colonels who are in commission the injustice 
of thinking for one moment that they will not 
catch the energy and the fire of our gallant Ex- 
ecutive, and lend an irresistible impulse to the 
work of recruiting. Let one and all resolve that 
this month of leafy May shall not wane before 
tbe ten additional regiments are in the field; 
and let it be remembered, too, that the more 
promptly the required aid is furnished, tbe 
sooner can the veteran troops now doing pest 
and garrison duty be transferred to those m tie 
active scents where they have long panted to 
be ordered, and where their experience will 
render them invincible. Once more, then, we 
re-echo the calls which have been made by 
tLe War Department and Gov. Bramlette, aad 
let the response come sharp and quick from 
every county in our blessed aud beloved old 
Commonwealth. Freemen of Kentucky, to 
your peats! Yonrcountry calls, and it iajour 
hiRh and holy duty os well B 3 your privilege 
to obey. 

g&~ Mr. Lincoln says: “I felt that mea- 

Euree, otherwise unconstitutional, might be- 
come lawfal, by becoming indispensable to 
the preservation of the constitution, through 
the preservation of tbe nation. Right or 
wroDg, I assumed this ground, aad now avow 
it” In order to determine whether “this 
ground” i3 “right or wrong,” Mr. Lincoln need 
only ask himself, whether, in entering on the 
ex tout ion of his office, he took an oath to 
preserve the constitution or to preserve the 
nation. If the former, the necessary conclu- 
sion is that the people in establishing the gov- 
ernment deemed the preservation of the con- 
stitution indispensable to the preservation of 
tbe nation, and ordained accordingly that the 
executive should engage by oath to defend the 
Dation by constitutional means and no others. 

Mr. Lincoln doubtless remembers the oath 
be took, or at any rate can recall it with an 
effort. We need not remind our readers that 
it is es fellows: “I do solemnly swear that I 
will faithfully execute the office of President 
of the United States, and will to the best of 
of my ability, preserve, protect, and defend 
tbe Constitution of the United States.” There 
is in the oath nothing concerning the nation, 
except the constitution ; whence it follows nec- 
essarily, as we have intimated, that the imposer 
of the oath, tbe nation itself, deemed the pres- 
ervation of the constitution indispensable to 
the preservation of the nation, and accorling- 
ly required the executive to swear that be 
would defend the nation by constitutional 
means and no others. In this construction tbe 
oath was imposed, and in this construction 
the oath was taken by Mr. Lincoln, as we 
know from his contemporaneous declaration*. 
Iu this construction the oath is binding on 
his conscience. The oath indeed admits of no 
other construction. His oath binds him to 
preserve the nation by preserving the constitu- 
tion, not to attempt to preserve the consti’u- 
tion by attempting to preserve the nation 
through discretionary measures which the con- 
stitution forbids. Such is the promise Mr 
Lincoln solemnly made to the nation itself, 
ratifying tbe promise with an oath regis- 
tered in heaven. 

Yet he cow deliberately avows not only 
that be derma the violation of tbe constitution 
indispensable to the preservation of tbe nation, 
but that his belief renders tbe violation law- 
ful, eo that he holds himself bound not to pre- 
serve tLe nation by preserving the constitu- 
tion, but to {reserve the nation by such means 
as he may think indispensable without regard 
to the constitution. In short, he has suspend- 
ed tbe constitution, substituting his mere dis- 
cretion in the place of the sovereign will he 
ewere to obey. He has set himself np as the 
traEter of the nation instead of its executive. 
He proclaims that his own discretion and not 
the constitution is the warrant of his author- 
ily. 

if this is not usnrpation, there is no such 
ctime in government as usurpation. If it is 
not monstrous usurpation, there is no such 
quality in nature as monstrousness. “Right 
or wrong,” says Mr. Lincoln, “I assumed this 
ground, and now avow it.” Mr. Lincoln hint- 
ed;' cannot really doubt aa to whether it is 
“right or wrong.” If it “is not wrong, noth- 
ing is wrong.” The assumption that it is 
right knocks the bottom out of all moral 
distinctions. It is wrong, atrociously wrong, 
and Mr. Lincoln knows it; but it is “indispen- 
able” to the perpetuation of the power of his 
party, and he adopts it “right or wrong.” Let 
him and his party be hurled from power by 
the people in November, if they would restore 
the Union and maintain their liberties. The 
triumph of the abolition party on this issue 
in November wonld pnt an end to the gov- 
ernment. of our fathers. And tbe abolitiou 
prr*y, if it triumphs at all, will triumph on 
this tsEue. 

It is current’y rumored aud eenerally be- 
lieved that the majority of tbe Central Com- 
mittee, composed of Mr. Guthrie, George D. 
Prentice, A Co., did, in their du ress, propose 
to form au alliance against the Union par:/ ot 
Kentucky with the Harney aud Wicklifft 
Democrats, and that tbe proposition was 
promptly and indignantly rejected. Is this 
so? We call upon tbe usurping Democratic 
organ of this city, known os tbe Louisville 
Journal, to answer whether such a proposi- 
tion was made, and what fate it met at the 
hands of Harney A Co . — Louisville Press. 

We might justly pass by in silence an in- 
terrogator put with eo much insolence as 
this; but, as our silence no doubt would be 
made tbe occasion of misrepresentation, we 
think fit to soy that the only proposition of 
alliance which the Union Central Committee 
has made against anybody or to anybody is 
contained in the call of the committee that 
stands at the head of onr columns. Unques- 
tionably this proposition is broad enough to 
include all Conservative U nion men and nar- 
row enough to exclude all others. 

And unquestionably this is the fact which 
pinches the Press and its friends, that, styling 
themselves “the Union party,” reject 
the time-honored principles of the Unlm 
party of Kentucky, repudiate its past history, 
malign its Hasted leaders, defy its ac'ioo, and, 
instead of its glorious standard, under which 
it bas won all iu victories and still proudly 
rallies, unlurl the black flog of abo- 
litiocicm and of death.

forgetfulness of the patt and its great names, [ 
no one need think that the modesty of living > 
men will keep them back. It Is certain that ! 
tbe radical politicians of the present day look 
npon the fathers of the republic as rather 
‘ small potatoes” compared with themselves; 
and if they present their own names as caudi- 
c'a'es for perpetual honors in the Washington | 
Valhalla, they will do so frosa a profoand and 
conscientious conviction that they ara the 
beat men that could possibly be selected. ! 
Wc should not be surprised if some of , 
them should take the 3tump on this question, 
and go before the people with their claims. 
Others will be presented by their friends 
and admirers. It would be impolite at 1 
this time to mention names; but one cannot 
help c&llieg to mind a few redoubtable gener- 
als, and representative fanatics, living or dead, 
wbo will be sure to be heard of in this connec- 
tion.

The nature of General Grant’s plan of opera- 
tion is already plainly indicated by certain 
preliminary movements in this army and 
elsewhere. He will be found as remarkable 
for boldness and ingenuity of conception 
for vigor and rapidity of execution as his 
movement bv which he carried his army to 
ths rear of Yicksburg. Here as there his 
main reliance will bs upon hard marching 
acd hard fighting. 

The Richmond Examiner of the 23d, under 
tbe caption of a “8 upid Report,” says: Bat for 
tke feet that some welt-meaning persons 
believe it, we should not think it worth while 
to contradict the report that Richmond ia to 
be evacuated. There was some foundation 
in the proposal to remove by tae overseers of 
tbe Treasury Department to Columbia, but 
this bss been reconsidered. 

The Richmond Examiner bas n lengt hy arti- 
cle epplaudicg Forrest's atrocities at Fort Pil- 
low. It said it diffused n warm and soothing 
glow through tke veins of every good Con- 
federate. Tbe whole country will approve 
and applaud his action, and so, it is hoped, 
will tbe Confederate Government. 

The Ricfcmond Enquirer ot the 30th has in- 
formation that Burnside is moving. The in- 
telligence is brought by a scout, who conjec- 
tures that be is going to Alexandria; the 
Enquirer thinks most probable to Yorktowu. 
Hie force is estimated at 17,000 white and 
8 CC0 negro soldiers. 

The same paper says the great fire at Wil- 
mington has fallen heavily on blockade ope- 
rations. Indeed it may be considered to have 
pnt an effectnsd stoo to running tbe blockade 
for feme time. The difficulty of procuring 
transportation for cotton will prevent, tor sev- 
eral month, tbe accumulation of sufficient 
supplies. The destruction of property is esti- 
mated at from three to five million ot dollars 
in gold. 

Tbe Enquirer has a lengthy article on the 
Fort Pillow massacre, sneering at the indig- 
nation cf the Northern press, and saying 
that if Confederate prisoners are onccuted 
that double the number of Federal* will be 
immediately pnt to death. 

The same paper says that the 4th army corps 
have been sent from Chattanooga to reinforce 
Gen. Grant. There is no longer a doubt that 
the enemy is about to aaka a serious demon- 
stration on tbe Peninsula. 

Tbe Examiner of the 29‘.h announces the 
assignment of Lient. General Bolmea, lately 
commanding in the Mississippi Department, 
to a command at Raleigh of the reserve forces 
of North Carolina, composed of men between 
17 and 50, and that General Blsy goes to the 
Maryland tins. 

The Ecqairer reports the evacuation of Suf- 
folk by our forces. 

W AsmxoTON. May 3. 

A special to the Times says Mr. E. A. Paul 
sends the ‘ollowiug to this bureau: 

All i* quiet with the Army of the Potomac 
to-day. Everything is in readiness tor a 
movement at the proper moment. One troops 
are in excellent spirits, and anxious to ad- 
vance against the enemy under their new 
CimmALdeT-in-Chief. Burnside’s command 
is in a favorable position. 

Deserters from the enemy all agree that Lea 
is making extensive preparations to meet 
Grant. Tbe people also profess to believe 
that Richmond is being evacuated.

In relation to tbe reinforcement or eratua- 
t : on of Fort Pillow, it would appear that the 
troop* there stationed were withdrawn on the 
25th of January last, in order to accompany 
the Meridian expedition under General Sher- 
man. 

General Hurlbnt testifies that he never re-

We make this suggestion 
tow because the present number of our paper 
is probably the last that will reach the remote 
quarters of the Commonwealth before the 
time of departure for the convention arrives. 
Bat prompt action on the part cf such counties 
es have cot yet acted will supersede the im- 
portance of this suggestion. We trust that 
prompt action will be taken in such counties. 
There is now indeed no time for any action 
but prompt actios.

He is further ordered, upon the 
application of any provost marshal, sheriff, or 
other ciril officer, to order out so much of his 
command as may be necessary, and to aid and 
i:ssUtsnch officers in making anv firsts, or 
in the execution of&ny other duty which may 
devolve upon them by lav, requiring 
such assistance. There can be no 
; denbt that a rigid compliance with these or- 
; dets will prove the most effectual means of

For twe»tj Iw 1 bart hOed but once to 
faitc a supply for my familr. There are two 
method* 1 bar* practwed for surung them, 
«. to oiant them in a hill, end the other to 

prart the* ,u a rich or m a hot bed. and 

then wane .lam Each me.hod bee to advan- 
tage When I umpUm, which 1 am m 
likelt to do oa a rammer day «u en any other, 
I ptnr a little water round tbe plant and lra- 
aMd atelv lav orer it a lc»f of burdock, rha- 
harh. or prop?. and let it wilt down orer the 
leaf and remain thete two or three dirt I 
then remove them, hoe tbem, and place a 
platform of newspaper aroaad the plant, which 
may be r.pwHy done by tear.n* up piece* 
eight inches i quart, tearing a slit in one aide 
to the centre and placing a little earth on the 
edges Tf w nil keep off ihc cutworm*. It a 
pUnt tarn, to a load color pull it up. and sup- 
ply it* place witk another. In thi* way I 
never fail of cabbages, if I don't let the cow* 
get in and cat them up ! 

To train the Trnna'o, knock a flour barrel 
to piece*, take one of tbe hoop* and two of the 
•tara*, sharpen one and of them, and nail tbe 
other end* to the oppomte tide* of the bo>p, 
aet it orer tbe plant* and drive it into the 
ground. The rice* will bang over the edge 
of the ho p, free from the groand. Set t ie 
rave* in the next hill at right angles with 
£o*r in the first, and let the hoop* ;mt one 
together and tie them with a string in such a 
way as to support each other. Thus, ah a 
trifling expense of time and money, you may 
effectually train all your tomatoes. /These may 
he Kttte maters, hot thev will insure great 
urtiyn and tomatoes — N. T. T.

Tbi* rfsy-ointmeM has a decisive action in 
caw* of Wlid perspiration of the fret or arm- 
pit-. A single layer applied in the morning 
wi 1 dastrow all i dor in th« day. It rema ns 
a long time supple, and the piece* which fall 
off in fine powder produce no inc .nveaieucc. 

Gvw Picrusb — l>r Gerard Avink pub- 
Tisbes m the lUwbeMer Iiemo r*t and Amen- 
e*n a eery sensible article upon ihc folly of 
the (uznm n practice of greening pickle*, end 
ld‘* how to detect the copper, which he says 
is “a beaut ful and simple experiment, within 
reach of ev eryb ody.** It may be conducted 
thus:— Cut a greened pickle into small pi ces. 
and pat them in a glass of rain water, adding 
tec to fourteen drops of sulphuric acid; put 
tbe bright b ade of a knife or any bright steel 
surface in the liquid for twenty-four h rnrs, 
and if tbe pickle contains copper it will be 
found upon the atgel blade, as tbosgh it hxd 
been coated by the galvanic process. All 
piefii** greened in brass or copper keu.es show 
this result. The green color comes from ver- 
digris, which is a deadly poison. The quantity 
usually t ken with pirk-us does no*, often kill, 
but it produces disease Such pickles are 
furnished to oar soldiers in large quantities. 
Why are they c I. red? Only to please t'jc eye, 
and make them represent green cucumber*. 
A prisonous pickle may be eaten upon a full 
•Sumach, it tever bs shoula be upon an empty 
one. They should never be allowed amoug 
ranitary fit.r s. . 

hcMTirrn rot GntrowDii — Dr. Paul 
Swift, of Haverford College, Pennsylvania, 
lately di -covered that suphurcted hydrogen in 
egebon, forms a very explosive compound, 
IT hairing Mown a bole through a thick oaken 
beieh, upon which the first experiment was 
tried. The carbon being planed and-x a re- 
ceiver imbibe* from 90 to 100 times its bulk 
of sulpha Tried hydrogen, and become* very 
explosive Tee doctor, aided by Dr. R jb.rt 
Chase, of New York, is now pursuing a 
roune of ex per. menu which hxra ton* far bren 
eminently successful. They are ooofidaot of 
baviug founds subuti ulefor gut powder, which 
can be manufactured at leas than half tbe cost 
of the article now in use.

The *ca*oa being so 
shut there, be was led to seek some means of 
hastening ma uritv. Thi* be accompl *li?d hf 
tbe prong* known as ringing the vine-, the 
result of which be think* is nnsa i factory on 
Dative vines only when improperly d-na. 
Foreign grapes will not bear tbe treatment. 
He woul i take iff the ring of birk when the 
. fruit was ab ut one third its natural size, the 

* vine bring then in its most vigorous grovth, 

and it would heal over and continue healthy. 
The width of the ring should be prop xtioned

Roads Aboct khk Cocktrt. — Now is the 
time (in tbe early Rptrng) when tbe frost leave* 
tbe ground, and in the autumn when rain 
loowm tbe soil, to work oa the roads to the 1 
best advantage ; and as I have long since Mis- 
ted myself that to have any good thing in 
the country we must have the ladie* intere* cd ; 
~Vbd a* I will readily and honestly admit that the 
farmer'* wife is tbe indirect (but real ; man tg;r 
of all tbe imprest ment* that add to the beany 
and dcsiraiih ness of the rural districts, — of 
« 4 mcrse the iadids will not be surprise*] that I 
appeal to them to take an interest in the ira- 
jirovcmcn'* of tbe roads 

A* ’be farmer * wife perhaps doe- not see 
bow she can perform her part, I advise when 
tbe road -master cf tbe District calls out your 
w rthy husband to work out bis regular' tax 
upon the road, do not allow him to pay the 
tax, but “start him out” with team* and farm 
has i to work out upon tfa« road hi* pro, .or- 
tiou of tax. (If retry farmer shirk the daty 
and pay his tax, there is no work, or if any, 
ball done, upon tbe road, and consequently al- 
ways wanting repair. ) And before the road- 
motter leavaslbe road, see thst he provides 
yon with an unobstructed foot- walk, that yon 
are not obliged to b take yourself to the field* 
whenever you desire to reach your neighbor 
kmjthoui soiling your skirt* with the dust and 
■i of the road. You can forbid the farm 
Kind*' sloven y practice of throwing brush, 
<6 'Id refuse, and trash by tbe roadsi le, not only 
being aoaigbtly about your dwelling and far- 
wishing a hiding plaee for animal- chat an not 
TOO io your garden, but obstructing tbe d aia- 
age of tbe road. 

A good c untry road is not only a positive 
pecuniary advantage to the farmer, but is 
nought after by every fever of bor es, who will 
often drive/ distance from tbe old road tbs. 
be may enjoy a dean drive over a fine road , 
and if tbe over-ambitious, e t- rprismg wife, 
wrfao from necessity is living off from tbe mais 
road, only realised bow much it would reiiere 
tbe monotony oi her country life to see the 
gav turn-out*, new free*, f**i driving ml 
amusement a good read before bev bow* r won 1 1 
afford, she would aaver oaaae troubling her 
husba n d till he warkad amt bis tax, and more 
sou.

In constructing and keeping in repair the 
country read, the district real-master must 
underatand and act upon certain principles, 
viz: 

1. He must depend upon the native »il 
mainly. 

2. bo long as he can preserve the road in a 
dry rendition, it will bear any weight without 
ainkinv. 

A If the moat serious drawback and wear 

of the road is water, acting, when frozen, 
like gunpowder in rending and bursting the 
ror.d materials ; a thaw produces equally in- 
jurious re-ulta, as mud, acting as a sponge to 
re'a n and perpetuate its bad effects. 

The nature ot the ground, source of mate- 
rials, comparative expense, Ac., is to be con- 
sidered. A properly constructed road, any 
teamster will admit, should be as nearly level 
a* possible ; a* saving much repair, and for- 
th -h ing less temptation to follow in the m<ddle 
track ; bes dei preventing the sliding, jtwistin*, 
and grinding of the carriage wheels, so disa- 
greeable on the convex road. 

If the road be high in the middle, every 
tcaKster will take the crown of the road where 
hi* wagon can stand upright, thus forming 
ruts on tbe ridge, where water continually 
stan ds ^- a nd, if frozen, it is painful to ride 
over these ruts. Sti 1, a perfectly level rood 
cannot always be the easiest for for the horse, 
tor tbe reason that the draught i* always the 
same on tbe animal, and one set of mu teles is 
exercised only ; wherea*. a road with here a 
gentle acclivity, and there a declivity, do is 
not fatigue the team as much. Thi horse, on 
ihe blight a -coot, ha* one of his powers called 
into action ; on the descent another; si per- 
haps it is fair to conclude that the muscular 
) owen of tbe animal are exercised alternately. 
Still, it is difficult to sat’sfy some that a horse 
should be more fatigued on a r.ai uniformly 
level, than he would ascending heights and 
detrending hollows. Nevertheless, it is sut- 
cqitiblc of anatomical demonstration, that the 
Jitxor and txlensor muscles of the animal art 
ait r mate iy upon tbe sscent and descent. 

With regard to the breadth of our country 
roads, we must bear in mind that a wide road’, 
independently of the safety, exposes more sur- 
face for evaporation and rapid drying, and is 
never wo? n into ruts in the middle. Side or 
surface drains should be made, to out off all 
spring* and beef service to the road in time of ! 
tbaw, and kept open. A variety of expedi- j 
ent* have been resored to by English engin- ! 
eers in tbe constructions to prevent the wear 
of road* i a the country, axlcircet of differ nt J 
lengths being constructed, so that the hind 
wheels fellow eiiher within or outside ths ; 
forcwbccls, and various machines have been 
contrived for scraping, — an op-ration univer- | 
sally necessary to keep the roads in good or- 
der. Hand serspen are common 'y used, but 
are far inferior to a machine (road *craper) in • ' 
I von'od by Prof J. Wilkins in, the founder of . 
the first Agricultural College in tbe United i 
States. This simple t.nt very effective mi- ! 
chine I have used with great satisfaction in 
making and repairing roads— the body of the | 
machine being made of a solid piece of oak 6 ! 
feet in length, 9 inches wide, and 9 inches , 
deep in front, the bottom levelled off to 6 inchss 
in tbe back ; an iron plate 4 inches in width by $

Tne resolution was tor a Com- 
mittee of Inquiry into the charges made 
against tbe Treasury Department. 

Tbe resolution was adopted. 

The Speaker announced the following os a 
committee: Messrs. Garfield, Wilson, Brooks 
Davis, Stuart, Fenton, Da wee, Jenka and 
Steele. 

Mr. Stevens reported from the Committee 
of Ways and Means the Senate amendments 
tw tbe Army Appropriation bill. Among 
tbe amendments was one which was adopt- 
ed, appropriating $45,000 for the purchase 
of artificial limbs for soldiers and sailors. 

Tbe Se» ate amendment was read, in which 
tbe Committee of Ways and Means recom- 
mends a eoncnrrence, as follows: 

That colored persons mustered into the 
military service shall receive the same uni- 
form, clothing, rations, hospital attend- 
ance, and emoluments as while soldiers, 
from aDd after June 1, 1304, and any person 
of color hereafter mustered into the service 
ball receive a bounty not exceeding one 
hundred dollars. 

Considerable debate ensued. 

Mr. Clay, of Kentucky, said the property 
of bis constituents had been stolen from the 
plantations — not only negroes, but stock, and 
everything else. Negroes who were valuable 
were taken into the military service, while 
useless slaves and women and children are 
supported at the expence of the Government, 
without n particle of law. The Government 
protected its officers in stealing negroes. He 
knew it to be true. He bad suffered himself, 
and to tbe truth of this he would swear in a 
Court He asked for nothing but what the 
law and tbe constitution gave him; when 
these rights were trampled on be would raise 
his voice against it 

Mr. Eilott raid he understood the gentle- 
man from Kentucky to charge that the Gov- 
ernment officers had stolen negroes. Did the 
gentleman say that they bad yet to learn that 
tint such statements noted on the truth? 

Mr. Clay answered, I do. 

Mr. Eliott denied the statement that ne- 
groes had been stolen by any officers. 

Mb. Clay said thousands of contrabands 
were dying in camp of all diseases, and im- 
agined they were rotting in filth. 

Mr. Eliott said that it had been bis warm- 
est wish that a freedmea's bureau should be 
organized to avoid any difficulty. 

Mr. Clay, resuming, said such mortality 
wes in tbe want of your system. You care 
no more tor a negro than yon do tor a horse. 
Yen are purchasing these negroes with boun- 
ties to save white men. My patience is worn 
out. 1 would rather be a slaveholder than a 
robber, stealing all over the country. 

Mr. Holman asked: Are we prepared to 
piece by solemn legislation tbe black upon the 
same tooting with tbe white soldier? Gentle- 
men, you have got this question to meet. 

Mr. Stevens said that tbe question was 
whether all tbe soldiers wbe wear the livery 
of tbe United States and marched under its 
banners are common with tbe army of tbe 
Union, and who exposed tbemselres ti battle 
and death, should be placed on an equality, 
or whether we were to keep up an unjist dis- 
tinction. He despised sach distinction between 
troops in tbe day of death and battle. Why 
sbt uld they not be paid and clothed alike? 
History showed that they had fought as gal- 
l&Dtly and bravely as the white men at their 
side, and yet ibis infamous distinction was 
to be kept up. Let not tbe nation for a mo- 
ment sanction it; let it not go forth 03 the 
opinion of this body that the black and red 
men are not to be treated like other men who 
periled their lives in their country's defence.

Mr. Scbenck, from tbe Oommltte of Military 
Affairs, reported a bill that on and after tbe 
1st of May next, the pay of privates in arms 
*ball be increased from thirteen to sixteen 
dollars a mouth, and that of non-commission- 
ed officers os follows: Corporals $18, Ser- 
geants $20, Orderly Sergeant $24, Sergeant- 
Major $26 per month; clerks to paymasters 
$120 per month, Ac. 

Gen. Schenck moved the previous question, 
and was about to explain the bill, when Mr. 
Cox asked his colleague to withdraw the de- 
mand so os to allow him to amend the bill by 
inc reasing the pay of private soldiers to $18 
per month, and Don-commissiuned officers to 
$20; even this would not be enough to keep 
pace with increase in price of the necessaries 
of life, for the families of the soldier?. His, 
(Cox’s) friends on his side of the House 
offered this iu good faith. Mr. Scbenck de- 
clined to comply, having been instructed by 
his committee to vote for the present bill. 

Mr. Dawson appealed to Mr. Hcbenck. He 
was Chairman of ths Democratic caucus, aud 
desired to offer that which that caucus had 
agreed to offer for soldiers. 

Mr. Schenck replied if the Democratic cau- 
cus were more numerous thaa ihe Uaioa 
caucus, they could vote down the motion for 
the previous question. 

Mr. Scbenck proceeded to explain the bill, 
with the Senate, both houses having acted 
upon the propositions to equalize tbe pay of 
the white and colored soldiers. The Com- 
mittee on Milirtry Affairs had principally 
confined themselves to the increasing of pay. 

I a the course of his remarks he said it was 
>ropceed to amend a former law,*so that offi- 
cers may have leave of absence for causes 
other than sickness and wounds, without de- 
duction of pay or allowance, and tbit ab- 
sence shall not exceedj30 days in any year. 
The rolls of 1861 are revisel making a reluc 
tion of $1 39 a month. This took away 
nothing essential to the soldier’s comfort and 
subsistence, and gave him supplies equal to 
any soldier in the world and twice as much 
aa those af Jeff. Davis. In the aggregate tae 
Government will have considerable, while 
the soldier is paid six times as ranch in cash. 
The bill was passed Unanimously, there be- 
ing 135 yeas. 

Mr. Stevens reported from the committee 
on ways and means the several amendments 
to the navy appropriation bill, and the house 
concurred in these, appropriating rezenty-two 
million dollars for the completion of sixteen 
screw steamer sloops, $4,000,000 for the pur- 
chase and repairing of vessels for Western 
waters, and $2,000,000 for purchasing and 
chartering vessels for blockading purpose?.

The American’s special Annapolis letter 
s’ates that the flag-of-truce steamer New 
York arrived at the Naval Academy Wharf 
yesterday morning' from City Point with 34 
parolled officers and 364 men; and, such was 
the condition of the latter, that every man of 
them was admitted to hospital; 150 ot them 
had to be carried from the boat. Their lookB 
and words abundantly showed that their mis- 
erable condition has been produced by starva- 
tion, and many are undoubtedly past the 
reach of medical skill. Among the officers 
is Col. Rose, of the 77th Pennsylvania Regi- 
mtnf, who was chief engineer of the tunnel 
by which so many of our officers escaped in 
February last, he having been recaotured.
